FEMALE BEAUTY. 

It has been said by some one, and if not 
said, it shall be s2id now, that no woman is 
incapable of inspiring love, fixing affection, 
and making aman happy. We are fir less 
influenced by outward loveliaess than we 
imagine. Men speak with admiration and 
write with rapture of the beauty which the 
artist loves, which, like geniusin the system 
of Gall, is ascertained by scale and com- 
pass : but in practice, see how they despise 
those splendid theories, and yield to a sense 
of beauty and loveliness, of which the stan- 
dard is in their gwn hearts. It is not the 
elegance of form, for that is often imperfect; 
it is not in loveliness of face, for there. na- 
ture bas been perchance neglectful; nor is 
it in the charm of sentiment or sweet words, t 
for even among women -theré ia afr Occasion- 
al lack of that; neither is it'in the depth of 
their feelings, nor in the sincerity of their 
affection, that their whole power over man 
springs from. Yet every woman, beautiful 
or not, has that power more 6f ‘less; and 
every man yields to its influence. 
The women of all nations are beautiful. 
Female beauty, in the limited sense of the 
word, is that outward form and proportion 
which corresponds with the theories of poets | 
and the rules of artists—of which every na- | 
tion has examples, and of which every wo- | 
man has a share, But beauty, by a more | 
natural definition of the word, is that inde- | 
scribable charm, that anion of many quali- | 
ties of person, and mind, and heart, which | 
insures to man the greatest portiow of hap- | 
piness. One of our best poets has touched | 
on this matter with the wisdom of inspira- | 
tion; these are his words: 
" — She dwelt aniong the antrodden ways 

Beside the springs of Dove, 
A maid whom there were none to praise, 

And very few to love. 
She lived unknown, and few could know 

When Lucy ceased to be: 
But she is in her grave, and, oh! 

The difference to me ! 
—There was a maiden something more to 
the purpose than the slender damsels whom 
academies create on canvas, or of whom 
some bachelor bards dream. ‘The poet of 
Rydal Mount is a married man, and knows 
from what sources domestic happiness 
comes. The gossamer creations of the 
fancy, were they transformed tu breathing 
flesh and blood, would never do for a man’s 
bosom.

FROM FRANCE. 


New-York, Feb. 6.—By the packet ship 
France, Capt. Funk, we have received our 
regular files of the Paris Journal des Debats 
and Journal du Commerce, to the 25th of De- 
cember, jnclusive, from which we translate some 
articles not before noticed. 

The Austrian Observer, of the 15ih, contains 
the following news trom Jassy :— 

** Detachments of troops are continually ar- 
riving from the right bank of the Danube, which 
are cantoned in the d.ifercnt Districts of the 
Principality. 

“Field Marshall Count Witgenstein has re- 
ceived by a courier from St. Petersburgh, a very 
flattering edict fro:n the Emperor, in which his 
Majesty returns him thanks for the services he 
has rendered, and invites him not to relax in 
zeal; he at the same time declines giving him 
permission to visit his domains, for the present, 
his presence in the army being indispensable, in 
the existing state of things. 

**On the 2d, the Fiefd Marshall celebrated 
the anniversary of the Coronation of the Empe- 
ror, by a brilliant feast, at which were invited 
the Generals, the Metropolitan of Moldavia, all 
the Bishops and Grand Boyards, aud the Foreign 
Consuls. 

** The Metropolitan of Moldavia has received 
from the Court of Russia, 1000 ducats, to be 
distributed among the convents, in order that 
they may offer up prayers for the late Queen 
Dowager. 

“ As symptoms of the plague have again mai- 
fested themselves in Wallachia, principally in 
the environs of Bucharest, the quarantine of the 
Pruth, whieh has heretofore been fixed at six- 
teen days, has been extended to one month, and 
will be observed with the utmost rigor—so much 
so that military detachtneats which were about 
to cross the river to take up their quafters in dis- 
tant cantonments, have received counter orders, 
and remain provisionally in Moldavin.’’ 

The Journal des Debats of the 24th, contains 
the following letter from Gibraltar, under date 
of the 4th:— 

** From the 27th ult. to the present day, 104 
new cases have entered the Hospitals, and only 
35 have died. The temperature which ranged 
from the 20th ult. from 15 to 18 Reaumur du-- 
ring the day, has fallen 4 or 5 degrees within 
the last 8 days. The effect which this change 
of atmosphere will have on the disease is not 
yet known; but judging from the previous years 
of 1804, 13 and 14, the vellow fever will dimi- 
nish considerably the ensuing week ; and it is the 
general impression that it will cease its ravages 
by the 15th to the 20th of this month. There 
are at present very few sick in the city; but the 
disease has extended to Europa Point and Wind- 
mill Hill, the most salubrious parte of the Rock. 
The 94th regiment and 23d artillery, encamped 
at Europa Point, on a plain where the wind al- 
ways blows with violence, are diaily losing men ; 
the 43d, 93d, and 12th, encamped on the Neu- 
tral Ground, where the epidemic has never 
penetrated in former seasons, are daily sending 
sick to the hospitals. The French physicians, 
Charion, Trousseau and Louis, who are prose- 
cuting their labours with indefatigable courage, 
have hitherto escaped; but on Friday, 28th ult. a 
young English physician, Dr. Brown, assistant 
surgeon of the 23d, who arrived about the same 
time as our fcllow-countrymen, and who be- 
stowed the most assiduous attentions, both in 
the hopitals and barracks, was violently attack- 
ed, and it was not until to-day that hopes were 
entertained for his life. The Colonel of the ar- 
tillery regiment died to-day. 





There is nothing new relative to our affairs with 
Algiers.. The Dey refuses ali negotiation with 
the French officers attached to the blockading 
squadron. He pretends that his honor would be 
compromised, and does not wish to have the 
appearance of capitulating, and says he will 
not recognize any negotiators who are not 
strangers to the blockade. 

‘* The Algerines are divided into two factions, 
one of which desire peace, and the other war.— 
The latter is the most powerful, and has obtain-1 
ed the command of the fleet, which, notwith- 
standing the vigilance of the French cruisers, is 
increased, from time to time, by some light ves- 
sels, obtained from Italian speculators. It is 
not believed, however, that this fleet will be 
able to get out.

Mr. ‘Taxcor had oppesed the motion, on 
the ground that the expense was unneces- 
sary; 28 every man in the Union, who read 
at all, had probably read this report in the 
Mr. Ramsay replied that the 
report would be read with interest and 
pleasure, by wnany in his district who did 
not take the papers. 

Mr. Becuanan said he was sorry to differ 
from his colleague oa this eccasion, but he 
could not agree with him in the opinion that 
there was the leust necessity for passing the pro- 
posed order. There was scarcely a country pa- 
per which now came to hand from any part of 
the Union, that did not contain a copy of the re- 
port, and for the most part accompanied by the 
Warmest commendations, in which, however, he 
could not wholly agree, because he conceived 
the report to be founded throughout on a misap- 


tioners. 1t declared the existence of a religious 
combination, formed with a view to control the 
legislation of Congress. ‘This he conceived to 
be an error in point of fact. 
{Here Mr. Lumpxin interposed, and in- 
quired whether it was in order to call in ques- 
tion @ report made in the other House, and to 
diseuss and misrepresent the principles it con- 
tained. ] 
The Sreawer decided that the gentleman 
from Pennsylvania was in order, in discussing the 
merits of a paper when a motion was pending to 
print an extra nuinber of copies of it by order of 
the House. 
Mr. BucHaNnan resumed. He did not intend 
to deny that the report in question was a very 
able one—all he objected to was, that it pro- 
ceeded on a mistaken assumption. Many of the 
principles it expressed were certainly such as 
taust be approved by all; but its whole tenor 
went clearly to show that the views of the peti- 
tioners had been misapprehended—he would not 
use the word misrepresented, (as the gentleman 
from Georgia had thought fit to doin relation to 
himself: for he knew that the Committee of the 
Senate were incapable of it.) All that the peti- 
tioners asked, was, that the Postmaster General 
should be prohibited from making contracts for 
the transportation of the Mail on Sunday; to do 
this of his own accoré, was what could not be 
expected of any ollicer. The matter was too 
delicate in its character, and the responsibility 
such as no individual ought to be required to 
take upon himself. If the prohibition took place 
at all, wought.to be made under the sanction of 
Legisiative authority. He expressed no opinion 
ws to the decision of the Committee, nor was he 
culled upon toexpress any; but he would ask, 
Seuss undertake to publish an 

extsa munber of copies of the rerort made in the 
Senate, befure they had decided the question 
whether they would print any extra number of 
the report of their own Committee? Was there 
any good reason why such an advantage should 
be given to the views of ong Conimittec, over 
those of the other? He did not, it was true, ap- 
prove of every sentiment contained in the repoxt 
submitted to this Heuse, but he would contess, 
that, as a whole, it coincided with his own opin- 
ions much more nearly than the repott made in 
the Senate. The report in this House was, in 
some. parts of it, at war with itself; that in the 
Senate way a most excelleat sermon, if it had 
only had a suitable teat. 

Mr. Lumpxty explained. In using the word 
‘* misrepresent,’’ he had meant no personal dis- 
respect to the gentleman from Pennsylvania. He 
cherished no feelings towards that gentleman 
which would prompt him to any thing disrespect- 
ful. The misrepresentation into which the gentle- 
man had fallen, (for he still thought it such,) had 
grown altogether out of what he believed to be 
a misapprehension of the Senate's report. 
That report did not, as he understood it, cast 
upon the petitioners that censure which the gen- 
tleman from Pennsylvania seemed to apprehend, 
If called upon to express his own opinion, he 
should say, that, while he dissented from some 
of its positions, as a man, and as a christian, yet 
asa legislator, he must think that the report 
maintained the true ground. It was the ground 
ou which he shonld ever stand, in cvery thing 
relating to the Christian Religion. He would 
forever exclude ail such matters from the Halls 
of Legislation. The subject was too delicate and 
too sacred to be brought there. On these sub- 
jects, he was a true Southern man. He cried 
out te all persons who would intermeddle in such 
subjects, Hands off! Let us alone. Leave the 
Almighty and his people to manage their con- 
cerns in their own way, without any protection 
from this House. 


Mr. Marvin was opposed to the adoption of 
the resolution, but not for the reason suggested 
by his colleague (Mr. ‘T'ayior,) over the way 
——the public notoriety already given to the do- 
cument. ‘he objection urged by his colleague 
would apply to the oxtra copies of almost every 
document so ordered to be printed by this House. 
It rarely happened, and he hoped it would con- 
tinue rarely to happen, that a document, of 
which extra copies were ordered by the House, 
was not deemed of sufficient importance by the 
publishers of newspapers, to entitle it to a place 
m their columns, unless excluded by its great 
length. And hence, it not unfrequently happen- 
ed that, before the extra numbers of a document 
were laid on our tables, its contents were re- 
turned to us in the newspapers from remote sec- 
tions of the country. But this, Mr. M. was no 
objection tc the printing of extra numbers of a 
document. Publications of this kind were usu- 
ally on impe:tant subjects of legislation—of in- 
teresting facts, so interwoven with present 
events as essentially to enter into the history of 
our country, and were deserving to be published 
in a form beiter suited to preserve a record of 
their contents, and in a manner more conve- 
nient for future reference. And, if he esteem- 
ed the report in question, a document of this de- 
scription, he should cheerfully vote for the reso- 
lution.

One of our late Lonpon papers devotes 
two columnsto set forth the utility of a new- 
ly invented filter for cisterns. ‘To prove that 
such an article is highly necessary, the wri- 
ter has been at the pains of collecting a mass 
of testimony in relation to the quality of 
the Tuames water. We take a short cx- 
tract, for the benefit of the admirers of Lon- 
pon porter. We pass over the evidence of 
the medical men, which is somewhat too 
strong for our cclumns, and give that of the 
engineer and the fishermen. 


Mr. Mills, the engineer, tells us, that the 
Thames is neither more nor lees than the com- 
men sewer of London, so far as it receives the 
contents of all the sewers; which on the north 
side are ninety-nine, and on the south forty-six. 
‘The water taken up opposite some of the sewers 
at the time of discharge is nearly the substan- 
tive contents of those channels. Mr. Joseph 
Evans has often seen the sewers discharging 
biack slimy liquid, with gas, oil, dead animals, 
entrails from the slaughter-house, and other 
filth too disgusting to name. Mr. Goodhugh, 
the fish monger, says, that the company’s water 
is muddy and offensive: if fresh fish are put into 
it they will not live more than six hours, and 
turn a yellow colour. Mr. Butcher, a fish-sales- 
man, states the water to be very bad, and that 
he has known three parts of a cargo of eels to 
die by the gas-water passing the vessel. Mr. 
Newland, the master ofa Dutch vessel, cays, 
that out of 26,000lbs. of eels, the cargo of two 
boats, only 9,000lbs. were marketed alive: they 
became sick oa being put into Thames water, 
and soon died; they changed colour, and be- 
came spotted like snakes. Another captain 
says, he has known 3,000 weight to die in 
half an hour, and if the water geta worse, they 
mast give up the business. 

Wia. and Thomas Hetberill, fishermen, state, 
that they had left off the business because it had 
left them off. They used to catch flounders, 
eols, roach, smelt, salmon, &c. before they were 
ruined. The water gets worse ever year; the 
cause is the gas: they could get plenty of dead 
flounders, bat no live ones; had seen the floun- 
ders put up their heads above the water, and if 
there was a bundle of weeds they would escape 
from the water upon it. Had seen two thousand 
pound weight of fish die in an hour; and when 
the wells were opened there was quite a stench, 
and oil on the top of the water. 

The last evidence we shall quote from is that 
of Mr. Goldham, who had been yeoman at Bil- 
lingsgate market for twenty-five years. Me says 
he has known fifty thousand%neeits brought daily 
to DBillingsgate, and three thousand salmon 
caught in the season in the Thames, He adds, 
that they are now all destroyed, and this y 
gone; and this he attributes to the impure Wate 
of the water, from the refuse of the gas-works, 
izom all the common sewers runaing mte it, and 
the steam boats constantly stirring up the filth. 
Ile has seen four thousand eels alive at aight in 
the Dutch boats, and the next morning three- 
fourths have been dead. Many fishermen have 
been ruined by the change. 

Such is the picture—the faithful and frightful 
picture—of the condition of the water of the 
Thames, as supplied by the companies to their 
customers. ‘That the inhabitants of the richest, 
largest, most populous city in the world—the 
seat of a more opulent body of nobility and gen- 
try than is to be found in any other metropolis 
—should, for so long a time, have been content- 
ed to have seen daily running into their cisterns, 
and to have used, for all domestic and culinary 
purposes, a necessary of life, so loaded with all 
sorts of impurities as to be pronounced, by pro- 
fessional men of the first eminence, to be offen- 
sive to the sight, disgusting to the imagination, 
and destructive to the health, is a fact that 
would not have been credited, and that ought 
not to have been credited, but upon evidence un- 
answerable. 





According to some of the Parts newspa- 
pers, the Frencu beggars seem to have be- 
come almost intolerable. The Coastitu- 
tionnel says, “there is not a spot which is 
exempt from this scourge, not a commune, 
however small, where beneficence is not 
turned from its legitimate course by the so- 
licitations of passengers, always impostors, 
and sometimes insolent; not a fair, not a 
market, or rural meeting, which is not sur- 
rounded, as it were, and its approaches ob- 
structed by bandsof these vagabonds.’* The 
journalist does not hesitate to attribute the 
evil to the wantof a system of elementary 
instruction appropriate to the habits and 
wants of the working population. A Lon- 
DON editor refers it to the miserable system

. The insolvent, in such cases, is com- 
mitted to custody, and afterwards transported to 
Ele, in Western Tartary. This transportation 
is for life, unless some general pardon occurs, 
which has been the case in several instances, 
and bankrupt Hong merchants have returned to 
their homes. 

The edict issued by the Hoppo regarding the 
trade with foreigners, had taken effect, but pro- 
duced less sensation and dissatisfaction than was 
anticipated. lis main object, we believe, is to 
confine the tea trade exclusively to the Hong 
merchants, which may probably be accomplish- 
ed by « rigid adherance to the power that is 
giventhem. The tenor of the proclamation total- 
ly forbids the outside merchants, or shopmen, 
- dean having any commercial dealings with fo- 
reigners. 

Consoo Charges.—Consoo, or rather Kungso, 
"ta public placc of assembling among Chinese 
merchants, is a building resembling the halls of 
various trades in England. In China they are 
very numerous; many of them may be seen in 
the suburbs of Canton—the Oil Merchants’ 
Hall, Apothecaries’ Hall, Peking Fruit mer- 
chants’ Hall, &c. At these halls the whole 
trade meets to deliberate on questions of general 
interest. The‘absentees are fined. All the mem- 
‘Bers subscribe so much for the public expenses 
of the half, and to conduct legal proceedings, 
when they are necessary. The incorporated 
Company of Merchants licensed exclusively to 
carry on foreign commerce, commonly called 
Hong merchants, have also their Ooykoon, or 
Kun In the great fire of Canton, 1822, it 
was burned down, and has never yet becn re- 
built, because the Hong merchants are desirous 
of finding a more lucky site for their hall. This 
Consoo had a fund termed the Consoo Fund, 
having its origin in the most prudent and politic 
views. Its object was to G@eate a resource, out 
of which the serine exactions of the Hoppo, 
or any sudden demands of the Government, for 
the repair of the Yellow River, and other pur- 
poses, together with the debts of the insolvent 
merchants of the Cohong, were to be paid; and 
as this lest event did not happen in such quick 
succession as has been the case of late, its ac- 
eumulation would have been considerable.

virtue of the Constitution, Congress is vested 
with exclusive power of legislation over the Dis- 


rights of property were secured to the citizens 
by the laws and Constitutions of Virginia and 
Maryland, which deserve at least to be respect- 
ed, if not held sacred, by the Legislature of the 
Union. Although, technically speaking, exclu- 
sive legislation may carry with it the whole le- 
gislation, over any subject, yet, in the present 
case, it is presumed rather to refer to the legis- 
lative action of any other body, within or without 
the District of Columbia, and certainly does not 
confer any more or greater power than is con- 
sistent with the general principles of the Consti- 
tution of the United States. It is not, therefore, 
to be used in an unlimited sense, as a despotic 
power, without reference to the Constitutional 
limitations. For example, Congress has exclu- 
sive legislation over all places ceded by the 
States for forts, magazines, arsenals, dock-yards, 
&e.; yet no one ern suppose, for a moment, that 
it was within the contemplation of the framers 
of the Constitution, nor is it within the spirit of 
the instrument, to vest Congress with the 
power of prescribing rules by which property 
may be held, or the manner of its descent 
different from that existing in the respective 
States. Still, the jurisdiction is as exclu- 
sive in the one case as in the other, and the 
mere force of power would authorize it to 
the same extent. The Committee do not mean 
to say that Congress cannot change the rights of 


ent from what they were prior to the cession.— 
But they mean to say, these cannot be abridgod 
nor taken away, independent of the consent of 
the People, without doing violence to the Con- 
stitution. Whenever Congress legislates, it should 
be beneficially, and not destructively, upon those 
rights. Its character, in this respect, is two-fold. 
The one general, asa Legislature for the Union: 
the other local, for the People of this District. 
If, in the latter, it cau undertake to change the 
whole relations of society, constituted, as it is, 
with Representatives from every part of the U. 
States except the District of Columbia, in oppo- 
sition to their will, the Constitution has done 
little more than erected, within the heart of the 
Republic, a form of government worse, if possi- 
ble, than despotism itself.

for the most part, cacation—and the longest day 
of business being usually a half-holiday. It is, 
indeed, very common for the Court of Exchequer 
to sit at ten o'clock and rise at half past ten. 
When the business Jasts until eleven, it is a la- 
borious morning, and, should the Court not rise 
before noon, the tide of litigation must run un- 
usually high in that part of Westminster Hall. 
While such is the state of business in this Court,

We are indebted to the editors of the 
Bautimore American for thedollowing in- 
telligence from Buenos Ayres; "received by 
the Cu.eno, Captain Frazier. 

Buenos Ayres, Dec. 6th 1828. 

A change has taken place in the Government 
of this province through the ostensible agency 
of a division of the army lately r-turned from 
active operations in the Brazilian territory The 
particulars have been so fully detailed in a pe- 
riodical of the city, El Tiempo, that we could 
not perhaps better satisfy the curiosity of a 
great portion of our readers than by giving a 
translated copy from that journal. It is as fol- 
lows: 

The Government learned on the night of the 
30th to the Ist, that early on the morning of the 
Ist a movement would be made by the first di- 
vision of the army, and in consequence, about 
3 o’clock in the morning of the Ist an aid-de- 
camp was despatched from the Government to 
General Don Juan Lavalle, who was at the 
head of the troops in the Recoleta barracks, de- 
siring his attendance. This officer answered that 
he would go directly, but that it would be for 
the purpose of displacing a Government from a 
post it was unworthy of occupying; in fact he 
marched at dawn of day to the Plaza de la Vic- 
toria with the fifth regiment of infantry under 
the command of Colonel Olazabalz, whilst a par- 
ty of the lancers commanded by Col. Olavaria, 
and the regiment of Cazadores of Col. Correa’s 
took possession of the Park of Artillery and 
other important posts. 

“At half past 4 in the morning a part of the 
lancers entered the Plaza with General Lavalle 
and Colonel Olavaria, and several other officers 
at their head; a few minutes afterwards Col. Car- 
rea with his regiment came to the Plaza. The 
4th regiment ot Cazadores and the Light Artille- 
ry, with Cols. Rolon and Iriarte, had in the mean 
time got into the Fort, in which were the Minis- 
ters Guido and Balcarce, (the Governor Dorrego 
having fled at 4 o’clock in the morning;) they 
placed two cannons on the bastion, and two or 
three small pieces of cannon at the gateway, at 
the same time closing the entrance to the Fort.

A decree of General Lavalle, provisional 
Governor of the Province, dated 6th De- 
cember, appointed Admiral Brown te the 
command of the civil and military govern- 
ment of the Province during his (Lavalle's) 
absence in the country. 

In the afternoon of 10th December, a bulletin 
was published containing a hasty despatch from 
General Lavalle to the Delegate Governor, (Ad- 
miral Brown,) announcing the defeat of Col. 
Dorrego’s force on the 9th inst.: and some fur- 
ther observations from an individual whe was in 
the battle, that Dorrego and Rosas fled upon the 
same horses which they had rode in the action, 
were closely pursued, &c. 

On the 1th, was published the official detail 
of the above action, in a communication from 
General Lavalle to the Minister J. M. Diaz Velez, 
dated .Vararro December 10, 1828. 

The despatch concludes by stating that as not 
more than thirty of the fugitives are united in 
any part, it is not the intention to move the ca- 
valry from Navarro; but that if any of the disci- 
ples of Artigas should make their appearance, 
they will be quickly punished, as the cavalry 
will not for the future encounter the obatacle for 
the want of horses, which has retarded the ope- 
rations just concluded. 

The delegate Governor has received an offi- 
cial despatch that Co!. Don Manual Dorrego has 
fallen into the power of one of the pursuing par- 
ties of Senor General Lavalle.—Gaceta Mercan- 
tile, Dec. 138. 

General Rondeau is elected Governor of the 
Banda Oriental. 


Buenos Ayres, Dec. 13.—Price of Specie. 
—Doubloons, 58 a 59 dollars. During the week 
they have experienced considerable fluctuation, 
and have been done as high as 62. ‘They de- 
clined to 55 upon the defeat of Col. Dorrego's 
force, but soon rallied, and are now looking up.
